THE SILVER-COINAGE SCHEME. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, under au- 
thority of the law of Congress, has been for 
some time purchasing silver bars with a view 
to their coinage as as ubstitute for the frac- 
tional currency. The Government has also 
been shipping gold coin to California in place 
of bullion, in order to supply an increased de- 
mand for coin. The result of this has been 
that there is jist now a corner in gold, a few 
persons having bought up the surplus gold 
in the market, and are holding it from gen- 
eral use. Persons having use for gold are 
therefore compelled to seil their greenbacks 
at such price as this corner will give for them. 
The Government has less than its usual sup- 
ply of gold to sell. So the managers of the 
corner have command of the situation. 

Though sympathizing with the Secretary 
of the Treasury in the end sought by him, 
we think he is trying to accomplish that 
which is im passable at this time. He is seek- 
ing to establish a coin currency in the face of 
the fact that the greenbacks are to remain in 
circulation, and Lave not reached a sufficient- 


ly-advanced value. Our silver coinage is 


worth about 95 cents on the doller in gold. 
Our greenbacks are at present worth 10 or 11 


cents less than silver coin. So long as the 
paper currency has a less value than the sil- 
ver coinage, the latter will be seized and 
hoarded, or will be exported, as rapidly as it 
is issued. It is an invariable rule that where 
there are two forms of currency having dif- 
ferent values, that one having the greater 
value will be hearded and the other kept in 
circulation. From this rule there is no ex- 
ception, whether the currency be in the form 
of metals or paper. 
clude the superior. So long as the value of 
the national currency remains less than that 
of silver coinage, the latter, as rapidly as it 
comes from the mint, will be seized by those 
who will sell it as bullion—pocketing the dif- 
ference. Nor isit necessary to induce this that 
the difference in value between paper money 
and silver coinage should be ten cents on the 
dollar. So long as the silver is worth one or 
even a quarter per cent more than the paper, 
it will be hoarded or be taken up for exporta- 
tion or sale as bullion. 


The inferior will ex- 


The attempt, therefore, to float a silver 


coinage alongside of a depreciated paper cur- 
rency—the latter being a legal-tender—must 
fail, until such time as the paper shall have 
a somewhat permanent value, and that value 
shall be greater than that of the silver coin- 
age. The moment that the greenbacks reach 
a value equal to or exceeding the value of sil- 
ver coin, then the Secretary of the Treasury 
will be under no necessity to purchase silver 
with gold, because silver will change places 
with the paper currency by the act of private 
capitalists. The moment a silver dollar is 
worth less than a greenback as compared 
with gold, the fractional currency will be 
gathered up and sent to the Treasury to be 
redeemed in greenbacks, and silver will flow 
into circulation by effort of the brokers and 
bankers, without any assistance from the 
Government. 


Greenbacks being a legal-tender for all 


sums, while silver coin is legal-tender only 
for the sum of five dollars, the former will 
have a superior value in the market so soon 
as the paper currency is exchangeable into 


gold at the same or higher value than the 


silver coin. 


The value of our silver coinage, to be sold as 
bullion, is about 90 cents, while it has a cur- 
rency value of 95 cents in gold. . The green- 
backs must therefore attain a permanent 
value exceeding these before they can be 
displaced by the silver coimage. When 
greenbacks advance to 90 cents, and cease to 
fluctuate below that point, silver coinage 
(and when we speak of silver coinage we 
mean the fractional parts of a dollar) will 
not offer any profits for exportation. When 
greenbacks shall advance to 95 cents, and as- 
sume a permanency at or about that price, 
the paper and the silver currency will have 
an equal value, and will circulate together. 
But when greenbacks advance beyond 94 or 
95 cents in gold, and remain so with any de- 
gree of permanency, then, and not until then, 
will the silver coinage take the place of the 
paper currency. : 

There is no prospect of such an advance in 
the value of paper legal-tenders as to warrant 
any hope that they will be preferred to the 
silver coins. At present there is a large mar- 
gin of profit offered for their exportation as 
bullion. The very fact of the expenditure of 
gold in the purchase of silver for coinage has 
had the effect to depreciate the paper cur- 
rency by causing a scarcity in gold, and ren- 


| dering a gold corner possible. To attempt to 


issue the silver is merely to supply the export 
market. ‘There being no possible useful end 
to be accomplished, therefore, we suggest that 


in silver in gold coin he could

It defeats 
all calculations, and infuses gambling into 
all branches of commerce, So long as this 
is the result of, or rendered possible by, the 
silver coinage scheme, the latter is an injury,

CONTRACTION, POLITICALLY CONSIDERED. 

The United States Government has made 
two honest and well-planned attempts to re- 
deem its solemn pledge of paying its paper 
promises in the specie for which they call. 
The first was in “1865, when Secretary Mo- 
CuLLoon urged upon Congress, in his annual 
report, the necessity of gradually withdrawing 
and canceling the superfluous and redundant 
greenbacks. The second was at the last ses- 
sion of the last Congress, when the compro- 
mise bill providing for a small contraction of 
greenbacks preparatory to resumption of 
specie payments in 1879 was passed. Con- 
traction of the currency. formed no 
part of this last measure, 4 bank is- 
sues were provided to fill the vacuum. 
The adoption by Congress of Secre- 
tury McCu..ocn’s recommendation was the 
first step towards resumption. The acts 
which enabled him to partially carry out that 
plan and the votes upon them are matter of 
record. The record shows that the Democ- 
racy were then heartily in favor of reducing 
inflation. Dec. 18, 1865, the following reso- 
lution was introduced into the House 

Resolved, That this House cordially concurs U the 
views of the Secretary of the Treasury, in relation to 
the necessity of a contraction of the currency with a 
view to as early a resumption of specie payments 4s 
the business interests of the country will permit; and 
we hereby pledge co-operative action to this end as 
speedily as practicable. 

The sentiment in favor of this was so unan- 
imous that it was not even referred to a com- 
mittee. It was at once passed by a vote of 
144 to 6. Of this majority, 30 were Demo- 
crats, while there was only one negative Dem- 
ocratic vote. Messrs. Taser, Benorn, Tar- 
Lon, Brooxs, Raprorp, HonnxLX., and Hon 
punry, of New York; RANpaLL, Born, An- 


con, Srrovusz, Jomysoyn, Denison, and Daw- 


son, of Pennsylvania; Srromzaves and 
Watonr, of New Jersey; Fox, of Ohio; 
Taree, Rirrer, Griver, Harpmie, and 
Snaxklx, of Kentucky; Ross, Taornron, and 
Marsnauz, of Illinois; Nreuacx, Kerr, and 
Voornerks, of Indiana; Hodax, of Missouri; 
and Expreper, of Wisconsin, all Democrats, 
—voted for the resolution. These votes by 
Ohio and Pennsylvania Democrats are espe- 
cially noteworthy, inasmuch as the Democrat- 
ic party of the two States has since publicly 
declared that the contraction of the currency 
made by the Republican party . .. 
threatens universal bankruptcy,” and that 
further contraction must be aban- 
doned.” The party now condemns what it 
almost unanimously supported a few short 
years ago. When the bill to enable MoCut- 
Loc to contract the greenback-currency was 
pessed, every Democratic Congressman who 
was present and voting, with one 
solitary exception, voted for it. There 
were no negative Democratic votes in 
the Senate and only one in the House. 
Pennsylvania had two Democratic Senators 
at that time, Bucnatew and Cowan. The 
latter was elected as a Republican, but 
graduated from the Senate a Democrat. Both 
these gentlemen voted for the bill, Not one 
Democratic member of the House from Penn- 
sylvania voted against it. Thus the party in 
that State doubly indorsed the policy of 
contraction which it has since denounced. 
In 1865, the party was faithful to its old 
doctrine, to the teachings of Jxrrrnsox, 
Jackson, and of Old Bullion Brrrox, 
to common sense.

THE “STAATS-ZEITUNG’S” POLITICS AGAIN. 

The editor of the Staats-Zeitung deprives 
his German readers of more than a column of 
Teutonic literature in order to print an ex- 
planation in English for the benefit of the 
editor of Tur Trirsunz. The editor of the 
Staats-Zeitung must have discovered that Tuz 
Tarsus is pretty well informed of what the 
Staat Zeitung prints in German, and gives it 
such attention as it may happen to deserve. 
If the editor of the Staats- Zeitung desired to 
address a personal card to the editor of Tun 
Trrsvnz, he might have sent the manuscript 
directly to this office, and he would not then 
have deprived his readers of a portion of 
their German reading matter for which they 
pay their money. We have had other indica- 
tions, however, that one language is not 
enough to satisfy the ambition of the Staats- 
Zeitung editor, and this probably accounts 
for his occasional appearance in English; as 
wellas French, Dutch, Bohemian, Sgandi- 
navian, and Irish. 

After a careful reading of the Staats-Zei- 
tung’s card to the editor of Tue Turnuxx, we 
fail to discover that the English version of 
his position differs very materially from his 
German version. Had he explained in En- 
glish alone we might have been accused of 
misunderstanding him, but ashe has stated 
his case in both English and German, and 
both statements are substantially the same, 
the fault, if there be any, must be with him 
and not with Tun Trarsune. We said, for in- 
stance, that the Staats-Zeitung was endeavor- 
ing to impress upon its readers that the Sun- 
day-beer question is as much an issue to- 
day as it was two years ago, when it knows 
better. To this the Staats- Zeitung replies in 
English that if the Republican party 
„should return to power, it would pay very 
little regard to Mr. Mepri1’s wishes that the 
Sunday question should be considered set- 
tled for all time, but would renew its attacks 
with a spirit greatly embittered by its tem- 
pory defeat.” This is going even further 
than Tux Tarsune represented it to have said. 
The Staat. Zeitung now says that the Repub- 
lican party would certainly restore the Sun- 
day ordinance, and thereby gives it to be in- 


„Opposition“ and ‘People’s Party” like 
Kur“ 3.65 scrip bonds, interconvertible. 
The ‘ Opposition” party of one year ago was 
a conglomeration of Grangers, Democrats, 
and disappointed Republicans for the State 
election. The People's Party” was a com- 
bination mainly of the Irish and Gerpꝛans of 
two years ago ona local liquor issue, in which 
they were assisted by the criminal classes for 
purposes of their own, The Stacts-Zeitung 
desires to hold this combination together 
under the meaningless name of Opposi- 
tion” for the approaching’ election. Oppo- 
sition ” to what? To the Republican party? 
Not upon the Sunday question certainly, be- 
cause the Republican party of Chicago has 
never opposed the Germans on the Sunday 
or beer question. Not on the currency ques- 
tion, because the Staats-Ze¥ ung claims that it 
is in full sympathy wich the Republican 
party and with Tun Inu om the 
money question. It carinot be on national 
issues Of any kind, because the only party 
opposing the Republican party on these is 
the Democratic part. Vide Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania. The Staets.Zeitung, if it is oppos- 
ing the Republican. party, will have to go into 
the Democratic party; but it doesn’t want to 
do it just now, because it has the approach- 
ing local election, in view. Is this also a mis- 
representation ? 

There are one or two assertions in the 
Staats-Zeitung’s English version of matters 
that would lead one to suspect the editor 
does not consider it necessary to abide by 
the facts when he prints a statement in any 
other than the German language. For in- 
stance, he says : 

But right here it is in point to remind Tax Tramune 
of the fact, which i a fact, that the frauds in the vote 
upon the Incorporation act, April 23, were committed, 
not by the “ People’s Party,” but by such members of 
that party who, in 1874, refused to join in the forma- 
tion of an Opposition party, and returned to the Re- 
publican fold, It was Mr. Mzprui, hie men, who 
aia it. 


This is ridieulons. The Staats-Zeitung, as 
well as everybody else, knows that the scamps 
who stuffed the ballot-boxes in favor of the 
charter of 1872 are those who now hold office 
by grace of the People's Party,” and who 
resorted to these frauds with the purpose of 
holding over beyond the term for which they 
were elected. They are also the same people 
who, like the Staats-Zeitung, are not willing 
to go into the Republican party nor into the 
Democratic party for the present, but desire 
to maintam a sort of mongrel ‘‘ Opposition,” 
without avowed principles, to grab the spoils 
at the approaching local election. When the 
Staats Ee tung says, We believe the general 
welfare of the city will be better provided for 
by thet organization [viz. : the People’s or 
„Opposition party] than by the one 
which gave us Davip A. Gace and Eimer 
Warmn,“ it ignores an essential fact. The 
Starts-Zeitung helped to make the Fire 
Ti-ket on which Davm A. Ga was elected 
ip. 1871, and the editor of Tax Tutu. did 
not support nor vote for Mr. Gacz when he 
was first elected, so that the Staats-Zatung 
is just as much responsible for Mr. Gan as 
he is. As to Mr. Wasusven, he simply en- 
forced the laws and ordinances as he found 
them, according to his oath, and the city 
would be better off if this were as rigidly 
done now. With the Sunday ordinance re- 
pealed, we do not believe that any man could 
be selected for the position he held who 
would suit the respectable Germans better 
than Exmer Wasusves, for they are a law- 
abiding people and desire that the laws shall 
be enforced. 

Altogether, after a careful reading of the 
Staats-Zeitung’s latest English effort, we 
think that, if it has any more explanations to 
make, it ha. better make them in its ver- 
nacular.

turns come in. The first advices gave no in- 
dications of the full disaster, or that any 
place had suffered except Galveston, where 
floods are notuncommon. The city is so lo- 
cated that it is peculiarly liable to flood. It 
occupies the eastern extremity of Galveston 
Island, alow sand-bar stretching along the 
coast for about 30 miles, and only a mile wide 
at the city, which is built partially upon 
piles, and is only 7 feet above the sea level. 
The channel between the island and the 
main land is safe for shipping in ordinary 
weather, but in bad weather vessels are al- 
most invariably stranded and dashed to 
pieces, and, when the great equinoctial tidal 
waves roll in from tie Gulf of Mexico, they. 
are certain to involve wide-spread destruc- 
tion, as in this iastance. Galveston, how- 
ever, has suffered but slightly in comparison 
with the towns along the coast further west, 
as but five lives were lost, while the destruc- 
tion of property amounts only to $200,000. 
The operation and effects of these tidal 
waves areawell shown by Mr. J. W. Hovsz, 
an old resident of Texas, who, in an inter- 
view with the New York Tribune a day or 
two since, said: 

Frequently the winds from the Gulf attain almost 
the power of a hurricane, The destructive storm of 
1867 came with frightful rapidity upon the city, and, 
to judge from the unauthenticat ed reports, the present 
storm exceeded that in fury. The sailors acquainted 
with the tropical seas were the first to give the alarm, 
noticing the falling barometer and the consternation 
of the sea-birds. The storm was preceded by rain. 
The wind grew stronger from the east or southeast, 
until it assumed the etrength of a hurricane, driving 
the waters of the Gulf before it, Suddenly all the 
winds of the Gulf seemed to converge toward the 
Texan coast, and piled up the waters until a vast. 
wave was sent rolling toward the coast. This wave, 
Mr. House said, was from 90 to 30 feet high, but to 
the terrified imhabitants ‘appeared to be much higher. 
The ‘city was flooded to the depth of 7 feet in the 
course of five hours, amd after the cessation of the 
storm the flood took am equal time to subside. The

A glance at the formation of the Texan 
coast will show how peculiarly liable it is to 
inundation. The entire coast from Sabine 
Lake to the Rio Grande is on a level with the 
sea from 40 to 60 miles back into the interior, 
and is bordered with a series of long sand 
spits, between which and the main land are 
very shallow bays, sounds, and lagoons, into 
which there are very narrow entrances fram 
the Gulf, with only 6 or 7 feet of water. 
The coast occupies the same relative position 
to the Gulf that our shore docs to Lake 


an ocean. can imagine the 
destruction of property and lite that would 
be caused were a great tidal wave 86 or 80 


feet in height to roll over the city, followed 
by wave upon wave, from which there could 
be no avenue of escape, as there are no 
heights for retreat. 

The latest advices from the flood now show 
that it has swept over the whole line of the 
coast and destroyed towns and villages in 
every direction, scarcely leaving a vestige of 
them. At least nine towns are entirely ob- 
literated, namely: Indianola, a cotton-ship- 
ping port on the west shore of Matagorda 
Bay, having about 2,000 inhabitants, where 
but three houses are left standing, and from 
150 to 200 lives have been lost; Saluria, a 
village on Matagorda Island (which is one of 
the sand spits of which we have spoken), and 
the terminus of the San Antonio Railroad ; 
Sabine Pass, a small village at the outlet of 
Sabine Lake; Calcasieu, where there is a 
famous pasturage ground on the savannas 
and plains for immense herds of cattle; San 
Bernardino, a small postal, station; Buffalo 
Bayou, a little village fon the bayou of 
the same name ich enters into 
Galveston Bay; Lynchburg, a town of 
considerable importance, opposite San Jacin- 
to, on Buffalo Bay, with about 2,000 inhabit- 
ants; Matagorda, the capital of Matagorda 
County, at the mouth of the Colorado River, 
and the depot for the produce of the Colorado 
Valley, one of the richest portions of the 
State; and Cedar Lake, a small postal sta- 
tion. ‘How many lives have been lost at these 
places cannot be told at present, and we may 
not have heard the worst, since such intima- 
tions as “Town of Matagorda swept away,” 
„Town of Cedar Lake washed away, and all 
the people lost, Every house at San Ber- 
nardino gone,” which are contained in the 
dispatches, give hints that we may have more 
fearful tidings to record before the worst is 
over. The dispatch from the District-Attor- 
ney at Indianola tells a dreadful story: We 
are destituge. The town is gone. One.quar- 
ter of the people are dead. Bodies are 
strewn for 20 miles along the bay. Nine- 
tenths of the houses destroyed, Send us 
help, for God’s sake.” These pithy sen- 
tences of utter despair should commend 
themselves to our charitable people, who may 
be called upon before long to send relief to 
stricken Texas. 


REVOLUTIONARY RAGS. 

When the Continental Congress began to 
feel in sore need of funds, it Adopted the de 
vice, so dear to the ignorant heart, of ‘‘ mak- 
ing money.” One patriotic member declared 
that he would never consent to tax the people 
as long as he could get a cart-load of mon- 
ey by simply going to the printing office for 
it.” Ignorance like this gave birth to the 
Continental currency. The Congress solemn- 


4 ly resolved that the stuff it had had printed 


‘‘ ought to pass current in all payments and 
dealings, and be deemed equal in value to the 
Spanish milled dollars.” The currency did 
what it ought to for nearly eighteen months. 
Until $14,000,000 had been issued there was 
no great depreciation. Prices rose, but only 
a trifle. Early in 1777, however, this limit 
was passed; $5,000,000 more was print- 
ed off, and the whole volume of the 
currency sank 66 per cent below par. 
This shrinkage must be something 
of a puzzle to inflationists of to-day, for all 


the conditions which they deem necessary to. 


be observed in issuing paper were true of our 
forefathers’ rag-money. The Continental bills 
were based on the faith and resources of the 
country. Congress, early in 1777, called pub- 
lic attention to the fact that the people were 
bound to redeem the eurrency according to 
the full value expressed in the respective 
bills.” Moreover, the State Legislatures 
passed laws inflicting penalties and forfeitures 


upon persons who sold anything for these 


bills without taking them at par, and they 
were solemnly declared to be a lawful ten- 
der” for all debt. Nevertheless, they went 
sten lily down. Aug. 15, 1777, an issue of 
$1,000,000 enabled the autharities to buy 
$335,000 worth of good. Nov. 7, 
1777, an issue of the same amount 
passed current for only $250,000 in cash. 
By April, 1778, one gold dollar was worth six 
in paper. The military successes of that year 
ahd the aid given by France caused a tiny 
appreciation. In November, 1778, Congress 
got nearly $1,700,000 worth of.ammunition 
for only $10,000,000 in paper. This showed 
a depreciation of only 83 percent! But in 
May of 1779, $10,000,000 of new paper 
brought only $416,000 in cash. Twenty-four 
dollar bills were worth only one real dollar. 
In November, matters were still worse. An 
issue of $10,000,000 brought less than 
$260,000 in cash. A year from this date, the 
paper dollar, based on the faith and resources 
of the whole country, was worth just one 
cent. In May, 1781, it was worth one-fifth of 
acent. These figures are taken from a table 
compiled by Tsomas Jzerrzrson, the Father 
of Democracy.” How do his political sons 
like them? Gov. Alu, after fighting in 
the Revolutionary Army, must Have been 
well acquainted with the prominent men of 
the next generation, of whom Jzerrerson was 
one. Can his great age have so impaired his 
memory that he cannot recollect those evil 
times, when money was so cheap that a 
five-dollar bill passed for a cent? A writer 
in the Philadelphia Packet, in 1780, says: 
I had money enough to buy a hogshead of 
sugar. I sold it again and got a good deal 
more money than it cost me; yet what 
I sold it for, when I went to 
market again, would but but a tierce. I sold 
that, too, for a great deal of profit, yet the 
whole of what I sold it for would afterwards 
buy but a barrel. I have now more money 
than I ever had, and yet / am not wich as 
when I had less. I am sure we shall grow 
poorer and poorer unless we fall on some 
method to lower prices, and then the money 
we have to spare will be worth ing.” 

Sound doctrine, that. What wanted 
then and is wanted now is cheap goods, not 
cheap money.

POLITICAL ITEMS. 

Journal de Paris, on authority. gives 
denial to the assertions made by the 
la France on the 12th to the effect that 
Princes were about to renounce all 
tethe throne, and declare for the 
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Meeting of the Assembly a new Parliamentary 
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force bad been ordered there, and that other 
veasels would soon be on their way unless a set- 
tlement could be effected. It looked as if there 
would be a chance for another book on “ Turkey 
2 the Turks.” For, while the United 
tates persist in considering Tripoli a Regency, 
Turkey maintains that it is only a province, not 
only under the protection, bnt under the actual 
8 of Turkey. All the leading powers 
bave officially admitted this, and have 
modified their treaties accordinely. Had any 
other Government than ours been offended, it 
would have appealed at once to the Turkish 
Government, or, in other words to the Sultan. 
The United States Government is the only Gov- 
erpment that observes the treaties made early 
in the present century, when Tripoli was one of 
the Barbary States. It still holds that Tripoli is 
responsible for itsown acts, and that, for any 
Violation of the treaty of 1805, it must be held 
accountable. This treaty was made with a na- 
tion of pirates. 

When, in 1551, Sultan Solyman succeeded in 
expelling the Kvights of St. John of Jeruralem, 
to whom Tripoh had been ceded by Charles V., 
he made the corsair Drayut ite first Governor. 
This ruler organized a system of piracy at once 
extensive and profitable. It was not fully broken 
up till 1806, when an English fleet forced the 
Bey to renounce piracy. The French made the 
attempt in 1683, and the United States in 
1801-'05, but were only partly successful. The 
‘treaty made in 1805 was at once novel and humil- 
iating. One of its conditions was that the 
Tripolitans should always salute our flag first, 
and another that they should sell no slaves out 
of the country. The humiliation was not on 
one side, however, for the United States agreed 
to pay $60,000 for the prisoners that bad been 
taken When the Philadelphia was ran und. 
The question of saluting our flag firet not 
been referred to for many years. 

Notwithstanding the clause relative to slavery, 
and all that has been done to suppress the siave- 
trade, there is little doubt but that slaves are 
frequently taken out of the country to be offered 
for sale. The English Ambassador at Constan- 
tinople has recently directed the attention of the 
Turkish Government to the fact, but thus far 
nothing has been done to stop the traffic. About 
six months ago, a dozen slaves were sent from 
Tripoli by the Pasha as a present to the Sultan. 
The steamer in which they were sent went by 
the way of Malta, and our Consul at Tripoli sent 
an officer to Malta and laid the case before the 
authorities, demanding that, on the arrival of 
the steamer, the slaves should be declared free. 
This was done; but the result was that our Con- 
7 became very unpopular with the authori- 

es. 

But the question which caused the recent 

trougle wae not the question of the slave-trade. 
About four weeks ago, some Ottoman sailors 
were sent ashore in charge of a petty officer. 
As they were passing the United States Consul's 
house, sev of them entered the garden, and 
one entered the house. He made bis way to the 
room where the ladies of the house were sitting, 
and demanded alight for his cigarette. The 
Consul entering the room at this point, the sailor 
in the house, with his companions in the garden, 
took to their heels. The Consul pursued with 
shouts and stones, and, catching one of them, 
gave him a shaking. The better way would 
have been to have re them to the 
commanding officer of the ship, and have 
them punished then and there. In estimating 
the offense, it should not be forgotten that the 
entrance of the sailors into a room where there 
were ladies was equivalent to a European enter- 
ing a barem, which is usually regarded as a cap- 
ita: offense. Returning to his bouse, the Con- 
sul sent a note to the Pasha, making a formal 
complaint against the offenders, and calling on 
him to secure their punishment and afford him 
protection. That very evening, the Consul re- 
ceived a nete from the Pasha, severely comment- 
ing on his course, and charging him with break- 
ing the peace. At the same time, there came s 
summons from the Judge of the Police Court, 
requiring the Consul to appear the next day and 
answer for his conduct. Of course, he paid no 
attention to the summons, and the trial pro- 
ceeded without him. Iastead. he sent an 
Officer to Malta, and telegraphed to the 
State Department that the person of the 
United States Consul at Tripoli was in danger, 
and asked for protection. Navy Depart- 
ment at once ordered the Hartford to proceed 
to Tripoli without delay. It also communicated 
with Admiral Worden, commanding the Euro- 
pean Squadron, r him of the state of 
affairs, and he ordered the Comgress, then at 
Corfu, to proceed to Tripoli also. Capt. English, 
of the Con beimg senior officer, was in- 
trusted with the settlement. of the difficulty. 
The Hartford had left Port Said before the ar- 
rival of the telegram from the Department, and 
was on her way to Messina. There she received 
ber orders, and fdliowed the Congress to Tripoli. 
The latter vessel arrived oa Tuesday, the 17th 
of August, and received a message from the 
Consul to the effect that the difficulty vas in a 
fair way of settiement. 
The Congress, having visited the port of 
Tripoh within a month, and it being the custom 
of men-of-war not to salute the same port more 
than once in six months, did not salute. The 
Consul sent a demand to the Pasha to salute the 
American flag at once. This ne declined to do, 
saying that, ner salute having been returned 
only a month before, she was not entitled toa 
salute. But a more serious matter immediately 
followed, The ofjeers sent ashore to make the 
customary official visit to the Consul were pur- 
sued through the streets by a dirty crowd, with 
eries of “Cush mal! — the Arabic for Go 
on, pig.” 

Capt. English dispatched a note to the Pasha, 
declaring that he would bold no communication 
with the town until s satisfactory apology had 
been received. The Pasha replied that be re- 
gretted the occurrence, and that, if the officers 
who had been insulted woeld come asbore and 

t out the offenders, be would punish them. 
o gave no promise that the same thing should 
not occur again; and, in addition to this, the 
answer required American officers to do police 
duty for the Tripolitans. On the whole, it was a 
most unsatisfactory apology. 

The hext day, Saturday, the Hartford arrived, 
and was ordered by Capt. English not to salute 
the port. No salute was given by the Pasha; 
and, as the excuse he gave for not saluting the 
Congress was not valid in this case, a new griev- 
ance was established. 

The arrival of the Hartford threw the Tripoli- 
tacos into a feverish state of excitement. The 
most absurd ramors prevailed. The Christians 
were thoroughly frightened for their lives. The 
Tripolitane carried their knives in their hands, 
aad it is probable that the first signs of hostili- 
ties would have been followed by a massacre of 
ali the Christians in the city, of whom there are 
about 4.000. Forvign Consuls began to be w- 
terested in the settlement of a difficulty which 
promised such serious results. Baron Von Testa, 
the Consul-General of the Netherlands, was es- 
pecially desirous of establishing friendly rela- 
tions once more; and his efforts were of much 
service to both parties. About this time, the 
Pasha received a message from the Sultan, di- 
recting him to make all proper concessions, and 
settle the existing diflicuities with = possibie 
dispatch. The Pasha first sent word that he had 
directed the Mayor and the Chief of Police to 
meet the officers who had been insulted at such 
time and place as they should appoint, and make 
proper apologies for the offense.

THE NEW BRUNSWICK, X. J., TRAGEDY. 

New Tonk. Sept. 22.—The announcement of 
the death of Prof. Garland, who attempted wife- 
murder and suicide, at New Bruns wick, N. J., 
was premature. Tbe physicians who were first 
summoned after the tragic occurrence found 
him ina eomatose condition, which was mis- 
taken for death, and all their skill was directed 
to saving Mrs. Garland's life. It was not until 
two other physicians arrived that the astonish- 
ing discovery was made that Garland atill 
breathed. Pieces of skull were removed from 
his brain, and his wind-pipe was sewed up, 
when he was able to talk, and may possibly re- 
cover. 

New York Herald, Sept. A. 

The City of New Brunswick was shocked yes- 
terday by the report that Prof. James Garland, a 
widely-known musician, bad, during the day, 
shot his wife, a most estimable lady, and com- 
mitted suicide. For many years the Professor 
has been an organist and pianist, and his wife 
an accomplished vocalist. About 6 o'clock last 
evening a Herald representative was at the 
scene of the tragedy, located on the corner of 
Benner street and First avenue, East New Brune- 
wick, and obtained the following statement of the 
shocking affair: The scene of the horror isa 
spacious frame bouse in the midst of fine grounds. 
The Professor was verging on 50, his wife being 
only a few years his junior. Their married life 
extended over twenty years. For two years 
things have gone badly between Garland and his 
wife, arising from an insane and utterly ground- 
less feeling of jeaiousy of his wife on the part 
of the Professor. He became jealous of her cous- 
in. a boy still in his teens, who was taking mu- 
sical jessons from the Professor himself. With- 
in the last month his attitude toward his wife be- 
came positively brutal. He would come home 
drunk and abuse aod beather. Finally things 
came to such a pass that she had him arrested 
for wife-beating. 

He was taken before the Justice, and coolly 
inquired if he had not a perfect right to beat 
his wife if she deserved it. This, from the pub- 
lic character of the parties, made a great atir. 
Garland went on with his abuse and beat- 
ings, and the upshot was that Mrs. Garland de- 
cided upon separating from ber husband. 

The necessary legal steps were taken and the 
bill of separation granted. Yesterday the break- 
ing up of the family was to take place. It was 
arranged that Mrs. Garland should with- 
draw from her busband’s douse. She had 
taken apartments for berseif and children in 
New Brunswick, and, with ber son Alfred, was to 
have opened to-day a music store in the same 
city. It is stated that Mrs. Garland has for 
some time pest been afraid that her husband 
would do her violence. Severa! nights he brake 
into ber room, looked at her as she lay in bed 
awake, but always withdrew without speaking or 
offering ber the slightest indignity. 

Oa 1 last tbe family met as usual at the 
table. The Professor atten the Second Re- 
formed Church, corner of George and Albany 
streets, where be played the organ. Mrs. Gar- 
land took her place as usual in the ehour of St. 
James Methodist Episcopal Church, 

Yesterday morning the entire fainily set down 
to breakfast. Between 7 and 8 o'clock he left 
the house and proceeded to his store in Albany 
street, New Brunswick, Breakfast over, Mrs. 
Garland finished packiog up the furniture she 
proposed removing with ber. About 10 o'clock 
her husband returned to the house, but went 
away soon after without saving or doing any- 
thing noticeable. He returned at a few minutes 
after 12 o'clock, and, after walking around the 
bouse abstractedly several times, entered the 
dwelling by the kitchen door. Mrs. Gar- 
land was there with her daughters 
packing up. The Professor wore a very 
strange look, and had something in his 
hand which su ueptly proved to be a 
Colt's seven-barr revolver. Suddenly he 
leveled his weapon at Mrs. Garland’s “head and 

the ball entering her „mouth, >rashiog 
away ber teeth, aod passing out through the 
back of ber neck. The borrified lady, almost 
paralyzed with dread, sank on her knees before 
ber murderer. 

** Ob, James, James, for God's sake, don’t kill 
me!” implored Mrs. Garland, but her husband 
shot her while on ber knees, the bali entering 
her head. Then Miss Anna, a daughter of 14, 
courageously sprang forward and thrust aside 
her father’s right band in which he still grasped 
the revolver. Before he could tire at his wife a 
third time, she, with a desperate effort, spran 
from the house into the yard and there droppe 
apparently dead. The Professor darted from 
the kitchen, sprang up-stairs to his room, threw 
himself ou the bed, leveled the revolver at his 
own head and fired. The ball lodged just over 
the right eye. Finding bimself still alive, he 
took a pen knife from his pocket aod siashbed 
open his throat, inflicting a frightful wound, 
breaking the blade of the pen knife in his frenzy. 
This did not kill him, so he rushed into the hail, 
em a hammer and then erushed in 

skull, making a hole twice the size of a 
silver dollar, Soon after this his son 
Alfred, who was away from home 
arrived, and, with the assistance of a Mr. Snort, 
broke in the door of the Professor's bedroom, 
and there witnessed a gight which made their 
blood run cold. Sittingon the edge of the bed, 
his head, and face, aad shirt-front covered and 
streaming with blood, was Garland. utteriy un- 
conscious. The floor at the bedside was covered 
with gore, and the walls, and even ceiling, were 
bespattered with blood. It was expected that 
every moment he would breathe hie last.

MR. THOMAS CHARD. 

In relation to morais and moral hazard in the 
insurance business, Mr. Chard, after some pre- 
limiuary remarks, said: 

It is safe to say if there was no hazard of design, the 
rates of losses to receipu would be yearly diminished 
toward the minimum ; provided, 

First—That improved fire apparatus was yearly in- 
troduced. 

Secona—That rates on particular classes should not 
vary, and 

Third—That there should be no new elements of 
physical hazard. 

In 1860 the percentage of loss to receipts, as tabu- 
lated, was, say 59 per cent, The average rate obtained 
wes a little over 73-100 of | per cent. In the period of 
time following there have been introduced into 160 
cities and towns, of which I have statistics, 745 steam 
fire-engines, as follows: 157 in New England, 263 ia 
the Middle States, 146 in the Southern States, and 179 
in Western States; while in, say, thirty cities and 
towns the Holly works are in use. Beside which «a 
very large number of “ Babcocks” and other ex- 
cellent chemical machines have been placed at the 
points of danger, while the towns are 
by 33,500 firemen trained to their work. After this 
displacement of the old machines by the new, and the 
substitution of paid and trained men in place of irre- 
sponsible mobs, we would expect that, first, the rates 
of losses to receipts would each year grow less; or, 
second, that the rates of premium would yearly di- 
minish. Eighteen hun and seventy-four was an 
abnormal year, but, turning to the tables of 
1873, we find the following result: Percentage 
of losses to premiums, 6936-100; average rate 
of premiums, 1 per cent, In other words, 
notwithstanding the very marked improvement in the 
appliances of our De enta—the ubiquitous 
Babcock, the Holly stand-pipes and hose, and the paid 
and trained firemen, we are charging our patrons 32 
per. cent more for insurance than we were fourteen 

ears ago, and are making for ourselves less money. 

e read, then, with much allowance, a leader in a 
New York paper which complains that The more a 
— pays for fire apparatus the more it is mulcted in 
rates. 

I presume t why the average rate column 
shows a higher percentage than formerly is partly 
found in the enormous growth of the manufacturing 
interests of the country, Let us look at the results of 
that interest during the past decade as tabulated in 
four considerable manufacturing centres: In New 
York County, rate of increase in produotion 209 per 
cent; Philadelphia, 237 per cent „ Allegheny, 341 per 
cent ; Cook, 682 per cent, 

It will be seen that in this (Cook) County the growth 
of manufacturing has been specially remar The 
statistics show that while, in 1860, but one person in 
every nine was employed in this branch of industry, 
im 1570 the proportion was one to four, and that during 
this period the capital employed increased from $5,000,- 
000 to $40,000,000. Meanwhile, the population of the
